N the 8th of the 4th month, 1659. in the after-part of the 
day, in travelling betwixt Newport on Road-iflandy and 
the houfe of Daxiel Gold on the {ame //land, with my dear 
Brother Chriffopher Holder ; The Word of the Loid came 

exprefly unto me, which did fill me immediately wich Life and 
Power,and heavenly Love, by which he conitrained me,and come 
manded me'to pals to Boffow, my-life to lay down into his Will, 
for the accomplifhing his Service that he had there to peiform ‘ 
at the day appointed. To which heavenly Voice I prefently yielded 
obedience, not queftioning the Lord how he would bring the thing 
to pals, being I was a Child; and obedience was commanded of me 
by the Lord, who filled me with living ftrength and power from 
his heavenly prefence,which at that time did mightily over-(had- 
dow me, and my Life did fay Amen to what the Lord required of 
me, and had commanded ms todo, and willingly was I given up 
from that time to this day, the will of the Lord God todo and to 
perform, whatever become of my body: for the Lord hath faid ua- 
to me, My Soul thall re(t in eternal Peace, and my Life thall en- 
rer into Reft for being obedient to the God of my Life ; I being 
Child, and durft not queftion the Lord in the leaft, but rather wil- 
jing to lay down my life thante bring difhonour to the Lord ; 
and ag the Lord made me Willing, dealing kindly with me, as2 
tender Father doth cowards a faithful Child whom he dearly lovess

William Robinfon, a faithful Martyr, who was banifbed apon pain 
of Death, and robbed and tortured with cruel Whipping, and after- 
wards Cendemned to die with his fellow Sufferers, Marmaduke 
Stephenfon and Mary Dier, wha, all three, hand in band like 
innocent Lambs were led away, with the Souldiers guarding, and 
the Drums beating (that the People might not hear them jpeak ) 
tothe place of Execution ; where, by the Priefts,Rulers,and Pro- 
feffors they were crucly murdered for the Word. of God, and the 
F effimmony of Fefus: Two dayes before their death, this Salutation 
of bts Love to hes fellow Prifoners, proceeded from him asfolloweth :

William Leddra, the laff of the Four Martyrs that were murdered 
i Bolton : He forthe Truths fake was Prifoner under the hands 
> of the cruel Profeffors of New-Plimouth near a year, to the 
adnsiration of tender People, in avery open Prifon, where be lay, 
in an extream cold Winter without any fire, by which he weight 
have been frozen to death, kad.not the Lord upheld: He after- 
_ wards coping to Bofton in New-England, where for being called 
aQuaker, be was by Priefs and ‘Rulers torn and tortured with 
cracl Whipping, and banilhed on pain of Death,and kept clofe Pri- 
foner almoft a year, {af chained to a Logg of Tinsber, from the 
hour of hes coming into Prifon, till the very moment they led hing 
forth to be murdered ; and whenthey called hin before the Fudg- 
mint Seat to receive the Sentence of Death, the cruel Faylor who 
would drag him bythe hair of the head, fometime lead bing alov 
through part of the Town, who inthe lent Lamb-like patience 
followed hime in Chains, bearing the Logg into their fudgment- 
Hall; this Lawsb of Fefusthe very day before the Pricfts, Rulers, 
and Profeffors murdered bins, gave forth toall the F athful, this 
enfisng Teftimony for the Lord,

Morning Star, like a Floud, difilling into my innocent
